On August 2, 1965, a source advised that a rally calling 
for peace in Viet Nam was held at the Powder Bill Ski Area, 
Middlefield, Connecticut, on August 1, 1965. This source estimated 
that approximately two thousand people were in attendance at this 
rally. The source said a Ministeri- name unknown, from the Christ 
Church In New Haven, Connecticut, was Master of Ceremonies at 
this rally and Intr^uced JEROME DAVIS and ANTONIA CRAGO as the 
Individuals who organized the rally and made it possible for the 
program to be held. r - 


The Master of Ceremonies then introduced two members of 
the Chad Mitchell Trio who sang several songs, one of which 
claimed the United States had *'Sal gonorrhea.*' 


The next speaker was A, J. IfUSTE, who claimed that 
the Chinese Communists wanted peace and though it i^y be hard 
for the United States to understand, CHOU EN LAI actually meant 
it when he said the Chinese exploded the atom bomb for peace. ^

This source stated that NORMAN THOMAS was the next 
Speaker and hr called upon President JOHNSON to call an 
Immediate- cease-fire in Viet Nam. Jie said there is a terrible 
danger of escalation of the war in Viet Nam and that the United 
States! world image is suffering because of the role we are 
playing in that country. THOMAS said that everyone present should 
write to Piesident JOHNSON and tell him exactly how they feel 
about the war in Viet Nam. 



On August 3, 1965, a second source substantiated the 
abovt Information and added that the Master of Ceremonies at this 
rally was the Reverend WADE EATON, Pastor of Christ Church, 64 ..

An article appearing in the August 2 , 1965, issue ' - ' 
of the **New Haven Journal Courier,*' a morning newspaper 
published at New Haven, Connecticut, entitled, "Thomas Offers 
Viet Pullout Plan," set forth in part, "United States policy 
in Viet Nam came under heavy fire here (Middlefield, Connecticut) 
Sunday night at a 'speak-out* rally at the Powder Hill Ski 
resort. ^ 

"Norman Thomas, six-time presidential aspirant on 
the Socialist Party ticket, offered a two-point program for 
'getting out* of South Viet Nam and ending the current 
conflict. Other speakers, including pacifist A. J. Huste and ^ 
Yale Professor Staughton Lynd, echoed Thomas* sentiments. 

"The rally was picketed by members of the Connecticut 
Citizens Anti -Communist Committee, a group which supports 
United States involvement In the Vietnamese war. 

, "Earlier Sunday, a spokesman for the Connecticut 
Citizens Anti -Communist Committee announced that the group ; 
had asked the House Committee on Un-American Activities to 
Investigate such groups as the New Haven - Yale Committee for V 
Peace In Viet Nam, a sponsor of the rally. ' 






"Thomfts called for an iianodlate cease-fire in South 
Viet Kam and called on President Johnson to begin negotiations 
vith the Viet Cong, He urged the President to stop all bombing 
and troop novements at once. ^ 

**The former Socialist candidate urged that such a 
cease-fire should be supervised by an international force of 
neutral nations according to the provisions of the 1954 Geneva 
Agreement. 

'^Thomas told the crowd of more than 1,000 *the United 
States is trying to do what can't be done, for even if we win 
it wont be for long.' He referred to the Vietnamese conflict 
as 'a holloa war.' 

"Dr. Muste, National Chairman of the Committee for 
Non-Violent Action, said he favored the United States* 
'unconditional withdrawal' from South Viet Nam. 

"'Our Asian policy of interference antagonizes the 
Aslan people,* Muste argued. He said withdrawal 'would open 
negotiations between the Saigon government and the Viet Cong.^ . 

"'Even if the Saigon government collapses,' Uuste 
continued, 'unification under Ro Chi Hinh's government would 
probably result in a Titolst form of government.' 

"Lynd, an Assistant Professor of History at Yale, - 
who announced last April that he would not pay bis Income 
tax in protest against American involvement in Viet Nam, 
appealed for unity at the rally. 

"'This gathering,' he aaid, *ls composed of ; 
representatives of many different groups that should minimise 
their differences and work together to achieve their common . 
goal.'

According to this article, THOMAS 
proposed a three-point plan to end American Involvement In Viet 
Nam The^firs’t step o'f THCftlAS * plan would be a cease-fire under 
conditions which would assure civil order followed by negotiations 
with both the North Vietnamese and the Viet Cong gorillas. The final 
step of this plan would be a complete withdrawal of all foreign 
troops from Vietnamese soil. 


This article also set forth that while THOMAS and other 
speakers made their remarks, s group of about fifty pickets 
paraded outside the Powder Hill Ski Area and termed those at the 
rally "traitors." The article stated the plcketers Included 
members of the Citizens Antl-Communlst Committee of Connecticut 
and members of the Young Americans for Freedom.

The article also relates that MUSTE was 
arrested in Illinois in 1934, charged with plotting to overthrow 
the government, but he was later released.

On 
April 5, 1951, MORTON SOBELL was sentenced to a term of thirty 
years. All his appeals for reversal and new trials in the 
Court of Appeals, Second Circuit and applications to the Supreme 
Court for writs of certiorari, have been denied.

FAIR PLAY FOR CUBA COMMITTEE 

The April 6, 1960, edition of "The New York Times" 
newspaper contained a full>-page advertisement cnptioned, 

"What Is Really Happening In Cuba," placed by the Fair Play 
for Cuba Committee XFPCC) . This advertisement announced the 
formation of the FPCC in New York City and declared the 
FPCC intended to promulgate "the truth about revolutionary 
Cuba" to neutralize the distorted American press . 

"The New York Times** edition of January 11, 1961, 
reported that at a hearing conducted before the United States 
Senate Internal Security Subcommittee on January 10, 1961, Dr, 
CHARLES A. SANTOS-BUCH identified himself and ROBERT TABER as 
organizers of the FPCC. He also testified he and TABER obtained 
funds from the Cuban Government which were applied toward the 
cost of the aforementioned advertisement. 

On May 16, 1963, a source advised that during the first 
two years of the IPCC’s existence there was a struggle between 
Communist Party (CP) and Socialist Workers Party (SWP) elements 
to exert their power within the FF'QC and thereby Influence FPCC 
policy... 'This source added that during the past year there had been 
a successful effort by FPCC leadership to minimize the role of 
these and other organizations in the FPCC so that their influence 
as of Hay, 1963, was negligible. 

The SWP has been designated pursuant 
to Executive Order 10450 . 

On May 20, 1963, a second source advised that VINCENT 
*'TED" LEE, FPCC National Office Director, was then formulating 
FPCC policy and had indicated that he had no intention of 
permitting FPCC policy to be determined by any other organization. 
This 'source stated that LEE believed that the FPCC should 
advocate resumption of diplomatic relations between Cuba and the 
United States and should support the right of Cubans to manage their 
revolution without interference from other nations. LEE did 
not advocate supporting the Cuban rcvplution per se.

The November 23, 1963, edition of "The New York Times" 
reported that Senator THOMAS J. DODD of Connecticut had called . 
FPCC "the chief public relations instrument of the CASTRO 
network in the United States." It is to be noted that Senator 
DODD was a member of the Senate Internal Security Subcommittee 
which twice conducted hearings on the FPCC. 

The December 27, 1963, edition of "The New York World 
Telegram and Sun" newspaper stated that the pro-CASTRO FPCC 
was seeking to go out of business and that its prime activity 
during its lifetime had been sponsorship of pro-CASTRO street 
rallies and mass picket lines, and the direction of an active 
propaganda mill highlighting illegal travel-to-Cuba campaigns. 
Its comparatively brief span of life was attributed to mounting 
anti-CASTRO American public opinion, the 1962 Congressional 
hearings which disclosed FPCC financing by CASTRO ’s United 
Nations Delegation, and ultimately, the bad publicity which 
the FPCC received from disclosure of activities on its behalf 
by suspected presidential assassin LEE H. OSWALD. 

On February 6, 1964, the previously mentioned second 
source advised that V. T. LEE had Recently remarked that the 
IPCC was^dead and that there were no plans to organize another 
similar organization.
